NATIONAL REPUBLICAN CONVEN- 
TIONS FKOM 1856 DOWN. 


Where They Were Held, Who Were 
There, and What Was Accom- 
plished—A Short Chapter of Im- 
portant Political History, Perti- 
nent to the Hour. 


The coming National Convention of the 
Republican party, which is to take place in 
Chicago in June, will be the ninth in the 
history of our famous and successful organ- 
ization. The party had its birth in the year 
1856, which makes it now 32 years of age, 
although the name Republican was pro- 
posed by William H. Seward for the fac- 

tions that were uniting against the 
slavery policy of President Pierce some 
time in the fallof tne year 1555. A party 
can scarcely be regarded as actually exist- 
ing until it has organized and taken a defi- 
nite st@nd. On the anniversary of the birth- 
day of Washington a small, unerganized 


' their individual record as patriots, met at 
the city of Pittsburgh and declared that the 
time was now ripe for the formation of a 
new panty. They set a day, the 17th of 
June of that same year, 1856, as the time 
when delegates should assembie and organ- 
ize the forces that were now wandering 
about in achactic condition without the 
power of helping one another to success. 

The 17th of June was selected because it 
was the anniversary of the battle of Bunker 
Hill. The place was Philadelphia. Two 
other conventions had already taken place 
before this date arrived. The American or 
“Know-nothing” party had united with the 
few Whigs that clung to the wreck of their 
old organization, and had nominated Mil- 
lard Fillmore. The Democrats, easily con- 
fident of success, and biind to the great in- 
ternal struggle that was soon to split them 
to pieces, had put Buchanan in the field on 
pro-slayery platform. The Liberty, or 
Free-soil party, abandoned its organization 
to unite with the Republicans. To the 
convention of this new party, therefore, was 
intrusted the work of carrying on the strug- 
gie for freedom in the Territories and 
against the aggrandizement of the South. 

THE FIRST REPUBLICAN CONVENTION. 

When the delegates came together they 
were, in some respects, a heterogeneous 
mixture. They were all from the North, as 
the y wasas yetentirely unorganized 
in the Southern States. No questions were 
asked about a wan’s political anteceden 
and many old enemies shook hands and 
laughed to find themselves enlisting under 
the same standard. A large percentage 
had been Abolitionists, yet not of the ir- 
reconcilable order that followed Garrison in 
demanding the overthrow of the Constitu- 
tion ause it protected slavery. There 
were many liberal Democrats who had 
gomeee into hot water in their party by 

ly supporting the Wilmot proviso to 
keep slavery out of Texas. But probably 
one-half of the gathering was composed of 
Whigs hopeless of ever again resuscitating 
that ruined organization. Among this 
latter class the most prominent were Chase 
of Uhio and Seward of New York, both af- 
terwards toserve as members of the first 

Republican cabinet. 

Various as had been their previous politi-

It had been generally supposed that either 
Chase or Seward would be nominated to 
head the ticket, as they had been most 
prominently identified with the new move- 
ment. But, knowing in advance that it 
was to be a losing fight, these meu, both 
ambitious and standing high in political 
life, were not anxious to have the nomina- 
tion put upon them. The name of Judge 
McLean of the Supreme Bench was also 
mentioned, but he was old and of a pre- 
vious era of politics. It was, in a measure, 
emblematic of its future mission that the 
first convention of the Republican pid 
nominated just the man they did, John C. 
Frenont, the Pathfinder, a man of southern 
birth, but of northern affiliations—an ex- 
lorer, sturdy and daring, and ready to lead 
e@ way among treacherous enemies into 
new and untrodden fields. The times were 
critical. Between the meeting at Pitts- 
burgh and the convention at Philadelphia, 
the free-soil city of Lawrence, in Kansas 
been burned by border-ruffians, and 
Charles Sumner had been beaten almost to 
death in his seat in the Senate by a cow- 
ardiy southern bully. Men of bravery and 
force were needed atthe outset, and Fre- 
mont was. typical of these.

he convention of 1860 was held at Chi- 
cago ina great building called ‘‘The Wig- 
wam,”’ put up especially for the purpose. 
Chicago at the time wasa city only about 
half as large again as Angeles, and the 
hotel accommodations were severely taxed 
to dispose of the immense crowd that had 
flockea thither by the 16th of May, the day 
on which the session was to begin. «’rob- 
ably, at no _ political gathering that 
ever assembled in the history of the 
country was a similar degree of en- 
thusiasm shown, and the important fact in 
this connection is that it was not men but 
measures that roused this enthusiasm. Mu- 
rat Halstead of the Cficinnati Commercial, 
who was there as a correspondent, declares 
that when the platform was read, “herds of 
buffaloes or lions could not have madea 
more tremendous roaring’ than the dele- 
gates and the spectators. The convention 
was famous for the great number of young 
men, hitherto unknown in politics, who 
took a prominent place in its conduct, and 


George Ashmun of Massachusetts, an old 
Webster Whig, presided. It had been sup- 
that Seward would be selected, as his 

piace in the foremost rank of the new party 
Was unquestigged. There were, however, 
serious cpjectiths to him, offered especially 
by Pennsylvania and Indiana, on the score 
availability. It was believed by some 
that in his frequently-quoted utterance com 
cerning “anirrepressibie conflict’ he had 
gone too far, and that his election would 
bring on a war. There was no lack of other 
candidates—Bates of Missouri, Chase, Day- 
ton, Jacob Coilamer of Vermont, Judge 
McLean, Ben Wade of Vhio and N. P. 
Banks. Fremont had withdrawn his name. 
Lincoln’s friends were supporters of 
Seward and wished only to offer their man 
asacandidate for Vice-Pr ent. It oc- 
curred a number of eas®fn men, who 
were opposing Seward, that this strange 
westerner, who had all but routed the 
mighty Douglas in his own stronghold, 
would make a very good candidate to offer 
the a to at large. The proposition was 
laid before the Lilinois deiegation in a tell- 
ing speech by Dick Ozlesby, the man who 
is now Governor of Lllinois. Seward’s 
name was proposed by his old fidus Achates, 
Thurlow Weed, and the nomination was 
seconded by William M. Evarts. On the

_ THE WAR PERIOD. 

Before the Republican party assembled 
again it had made for itself in the history 
of the Nation a place which no other organ- 
ization ever has, or in all probability ever 
can hope to acheive. lt had proved beyond 
question its right te be and torule. It had 
saved the State from apparent utter ruin, 
showing that it was equal to the severest 
test to which it could be placed. By 1864 it 
was evident to all who viewed the sit- 
uation calmly that the war was nearly 
over, and that the South miust 
soon .give up the useless struggle. The 
financial storm had been weathered, and 
nv foreign power had be2n drawn into the 
quarrel. The work was nearly finished, 
and it was plainly the will of the people 
that the same power which had successfully 
carried it thus far should continue it to the 
end. There was, however, a. certain 
amount of opposition to President Lincoln 
developed among a few politicians, and in 
the more radical wing of the party. Sal- 
mon P. Chase had declared that the Re- 
publican party — make it part of its 

licy ney®r to any man to the voters 
or a second term. He had succeeded in 
raising quite a following for his qwn can- 
didacy, when the Ohio Legislature came 
out with a unanimous demand for the re- 
nomination of Lincoln. A convention of 
“radical men” met at Cleveland on the 
3ist of May, 1864, and after declaring them- 
selves in favor of finishing up the wer with- 
out delay, and of confiscating all the 

roperty of the rebels, they nominated 
remont and Cochrane. The cid ‘“Path- 
finder” did not sympathize very heartily 
with the movement, and presently with- 
drew in favor of Lincoln. - 
LINCOLN’S SECOND NOMINATION. 

The Republican convention met in Balti- 
more. on the 7th of June, 1864. It was a 
splendid convocation ot luyalmen. There 
pwere many of -the tamous “War Gov- 

ernors,” like John A. Andrew of Massa- 
chusetts, John Brough of Ohio and Marcus 
A. Ward, and there were old campaigners, 
like Thurlow Weed and Simon Cameron. 
Dr. Robert J. Breckinridge, a loyal south- 
erner, presided, and opened the convention 
with a speech which roused the patriotic 
fervor of the delegates to the ‘highest pitch. 
lt was proposed by Cameron that Lincolr 
and Hamlin be renominated by acclama- 
tion, but this was opposed, as there was 
some difference of opinion in the matter of 
Vice-President. On the vote for President, 
Lincoln received all except the 22 from 
Missouri, which had been ord be 
cast for Grant. 

The convention then proceeded to make 
the worst mistake the party has ever been 
guilty of, in the nomination of a Vice-Pres- 
dent. Instead of giving the place to some 
veritable member of the party, they decided 
to throw it out as a sop toCerebus. The 
two men most talked of were Dickinson, a 
war Democrat of New York, and Johnson 
of Tennessee, whose only possible claim 
lay in the fact that he was loyal to the 
Union among a nest of rebels. Anxious to 
concillate the rebellious section, they 
finally, after a number of ballots, put 
Andrew Johnson on the ticket with 
Lincoln, with what disastrous results sub- 
sequent events were toshow. The discour- 
aged Democrats, after postponing their con- 
vention several times to get courage for 
the ordeal, met at Chicago on the 29th of 
August and nominated McClellan and 
Pendleton. 

GRANT’S FIRST NOMINATION. 

The fourth National Convention of the 
Republican party met on the 16th of May, 
1868, at Chicago. In this gathering more 
of the men of the present era appear. The 
ne porn officer was Gen. Joseph R. Haw- 
ey, whose name will be presented at the 
coming convention with a strong backing. 
Eugene Hale, William E. Chandler, Chaun- 
cey M. w, Hiscock, John A. an 
and Carl Schurz were prominent figures. 
Probably no party ever assembled more 
eagerly im convention than *did the Re- 
pubticans at this time. There was no ques- 
tion whatever as to who the candidate was 
to be, nor.of his success at the polis. The 
doughface policy of Johnson had robbed 
the party of its last victory, and it had 
been compelled to wait until a new election 
should reinstate it in power. 

John A. Logan nominated Gen. Grant, 
and he was voted in as the candidate of the 
party without a dissenting voice. The only 
contest was on the Vice-Presidency, for 
which there were presented a number of 
names. Ben Wade of Ohio, as President 
of the Senate, was, at the time, acting Vice- 
President of the United States. Massachu- 
setts offered Senator Wilson. From New 
York there was Gov. Fenton, who had de- 
feated Seymour. Pennsylvania offered 
Gov. Curtin. By the rourth ballot the con- 
test had narrowed down to Colfax, Wade 
and Fenton, and on the fifth the Speaker 
of the House received the nomination. 

On the Fourth of July the Democrats met 
in New York city, and “went through the 
form of offering as candidates the combina- 
tion of Seymour and Blair. 

| HORACE GREELEY GOES WEST. 
There is always to ve foundin every po 
litical party a class of men who may be 
designated as chronic secessionists. If they 
cannot have things their own way, they 
will proceed to get mad and leave. Sucha 
faction had been gradually developing in 
the Republican party, under the leadership 
of such men as Chase, Sumner and Greeley. 
By the end of Grant’s first term they had 
attained sufficient numbers to venture to 
act against the party and its probable can- 
didate: A national convention of sot- 
disant *‘Liberal’’ Republicans met at Cin- 
cinnati on the 21st of May, 1872, and, after 
attacking Grant and his administration, 
nominated Greeley and Gratz 
Brown. The movement was without much 
political significance, as most of those who 
engaged in itreturned very gladly to the 
Republican fold four years later. 

_GRANT’S SECOND NOMINATION. 

The intended action of the party was in 
nowise altered by this defection. On the 
6th of June, 1872, the National Convention 
met at Philadeiphia, the venerable Gerritt 
Smith serving as its president until Judge 
Settle of North Carolina was chosen. The 
nominee of the next convertion, Haves of 
Ohio, sat as a delegate in this body. ith- 
out a dissenting vote, the name of Grant 
_was offered again to the loyal voters of the 
‘country. As €olfax had withdrawn from 
the contest for the Vice-Presidency, Henry 
Wilson of Massachusetts was placed on the 
ticket, which was destined to sweep the 
country with an overwhelming victory. 
HAYES, 

‘rhe convention of 1876 was the first in 
the history of the party where there wasa 
genuine contest for the first place on the 
ticket. Fremont, Lincoln and Grant had 
been. nominated without much discussion. 
But now there were three or four men who 
occupied rival places in the front rank of 
the party, and a haif dozen more who were 
not Without a good claim on the nomination. 
The occasion demanded a good leader. 
Owing to the gradual reappearance of the 
Southern States in the Union and the prev- 
alence of hard times in the North, the 
Democratic patty had been steadily gaining 
in strength. complete possession 
of the House of Representatives, and cher- 
ished lively bopes of carrying off the Presi- 
dency at the coming election. 

The Republicans assembled at Cincinnati 
June 14, 1876. Among the most prominent 
members were Hoar of Massachusetts, 
Richard H. Dana, Jr., Hale and Frve of 
Maine, Hiscock and Platt of New York, 
Gen. Hawley and Alonzo B. Cornell. The 
literary element was represented by George 
William Curtis and James Russell Lowell. 
A Pennsylvania man, Edward McPherson, 
presided. 
The comparative strength of the five can- 
didates in the field was well shown on the 
very first ballot,in which Blaine had 285 
Bristow 113, Conkling 99, Hayes 61 and 
Morton 124. In the seven ballots Bristow 
held his owp until near the end, when his 
supporters all went over to Hayes; Conk- 
ing and Morton steadily lost, their votes 
wandering between Blaine and Hayes, but 
ultimately being thrown in favor of the 
Ohio man. Bilaine’s highest vote was on’ 
the seventh ballot, 351, against which Hayes 
had 354.

. There isno doubt that one of the 
reasons why many settlers who come to 
California from the East are discon- 
tented is because they feel lonesome 
akd homesick in what is, to them, a 
new and strange world. Many of 
them have, from the day of their birth, 
seldom been away from their native 
village or township.

When they come here, and for 
months see no familiar face or hear 
any well-known voice, a feeling of 
longing for the old home comes over 
them—especially among the female 
members of the family—even if that 
home is at the time buried under the 
snows of an Arctic winter, while they 
are seated under the shade of the jas- 
mine and rose, their brows fanned by 
the balmy zephyrs of a Southern Cali- 
fornia winter. 

One of the best remedies for this 
state of affairs is the colony system of 
settlement, which has become so popu- 
lar in Southern California. It is par- 
ticularly adapted to this section, owing 
tothe generally level character of our 
lands and the small area which is 
needed to support an industrious 
family in comfort. We-knowof no 
single instance in which acolony in 
Southern California, organized in good 
faith, has been unsuccessful. Some of 
our most flourishing towns and cities, 
notably Anaheim, Pasadena and On- 
tario, were started in this manner. 

There are many striking advantages 
in the colony system besides that of 
society. All the benefits of coopera- 
tion—which places a hundred men with 
$1000 on an equality with the capitalist 
who has $100,000—may be secured in 
this manner. In fact, thereis no branch 
of industry to which that system may 
be more successfully applied than to 
horticulture. The land required fora 
colony may be purchased, by a number 
of pérsons acting in concert, at from 
25 to.50 per cent. less than the price at 
which a small tract could be obtained 
by an individual. Then the preparing 
of the land and the planting may be 
carried out very economically, and those 
who wish to continue their occupation 
at home until their land begins to pay 
a profit may do so, as was the case with 
the original Anaheim colonists. When 
the fruit begins to ripen, the greatest 
benefits of colony codperation become 
evident. Canneries and fruit-dryers 
may be established by the colonists, 
favorable rates secured from trans- 
portation companies and arrangements 
made to reach the most profitable mar- 
kets, thus rendering fruit-growers in- 
dependent of the middleman, who 
usually succeeds in getting away with 
the bulk of the profits. : 

In the codperative-colouy system lies 
the secret of the successful settlement 
of the vast areas of fertile, but yet un- 
productive, soil in Southern California. 
It 1s pleasant to note that the wild 
craze for small town lots in prospective 
cities has died out, and that the de- 
mand now runs to small tracts of land, 
upon which the purchasers can make 
a living andsomething more. Capital- 
ists who place these tracts upon the 
market in divisions of suitable size for 
productive country homes, giving easy 
terms of payment, will not only reapa 
sure and large financial reward, but 
will have the satisfaction of helping 
men to become independent, and also 
of contributing largely to the perma- 
nent prosperity of our grand future 
State.

Missing Papers That Tell Queer 
Stories of Corruption. | 


The Steamer San Pablo Goes Ashore 
on the Asiatic Coast. 


Efforts to Save the Vessel—Seneca Swalm Strug- 
gling to Escape San Quentin—Large Fire 
at Portland—Oiher Events | 
on the Coast.

San Francisco, April 21.—[Special.] 
The memorable raid of Stewart Menzies,ex- 
foreman ot the Grand Jury, on “Little 
Pete’s” safe last fall left behind it a wake 
of more significant magnitude than was 
supposed atthe time. Just where it will 
end now isa matter of speculation, as i 
keeps putting on a new phase almost every 
day. It will be remembered that the pa-. 
pers seized by Menzies were afterward 
translated from the original Chinese, in 
which, of course, “Little Pete” made his 
memorandum, into English, and when pub- 
lished they revealed many damaging facts 
against the parties concerned that no 
amount of cunning device could explain 
away. For instance, there was a tell-tale 
telegram from “Little Pete”? to Chris Buck- 
ley, directed to Livermore, and stating: 

‘‘Must see you at once on important busi- 
ness.” 

Then there was ‘Little Pete’s” expense 
book, giving an itemized list of moneys 
paid in various lines of political jobbery in 
which he was implicated. Among other 
items were: “Present to Judge Toohy, 
$600; and “collected from our fellow- 
workers $6240. 

The same papers are the cause of a com- 
motion now brewing. During the excite- 
ment and confusion of the matter before 
Judge Coffey, when H. H. Lowenthal was 
tried for contempt and thrown into jail, 
these papers were used as evidence against 
him. Afterward it was supposed that they 
were turned over to the County Clerk, as 
their proper custodian, and when Mr. 
Lowenthal brought his case to the attention 
of the Supreme Court, Judge Coffey so 
stated by affidavit. Now the astute cham- 
pion of “Little Pete”’ finds that they are all 
missing, and he is not only in a great state 
of excitement over it, but he is taking steps 
to embarrass the Judge on a charge of per- 
jury. Judge Coffey is @xceedingly dis- 
gusted and out of patience with the whole 
matter, and characterizes the attorney’s 
proceedings as an outrageous piece of im- 
pertifence. He explains that he never 
had anything to do with the miss 
ing papers; they were all in charge 
of the Grand Jury, and after the 
contempt preceedings were returned 
to that body. Where they are now is &he 
question, at least so far as Mr. Lowenthal 
isconcerned. He thinks they have been 
smuggled away for political purposes, and is 
ina high state of frenzy lest they be em- 
ployed‘for damaging purposes against him. 
He is trying to bring the matter before the 
Supreme Court, and for that purpose handed 
County Clerk Ruddick what purported to 
be a request of Judge Finn that he make 
affidavit that the papers are not in his pos- 
session. Mr. Ruddick refused to make any 
such affidavit, and, on investigation, it was 
proved that Judge Finan never made any 
such request.

The San Pablo Stranded Near the 
Asiatic Coast. 

San Francisco, April 21.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| A dispatch to the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange from Shanghai states that 
the Oriental and Occidental Steamship 
Company’s steamer San Pablo, from this 
port for Yokohoma and Hong Kong, 
stranded near Turnabout island. Passen- 
gers, mails and specie have arrived at 
Shanghal, and assistance has been sent to 
the vessel. The San Pablo sailed from here 
March 2th, and arrived at Yokohama April 
12th... She was on her way to Hong Kong at 
the time of the accident. 

A’ British steamer arrived at Shanghai 
and brought the first news of the stranding 
of the steamer, San Pablo on Turnabout 
Island, which is little more than a sand 
pilein the channel of Formosa, near the 
Asiatic coast. The British steamer lefta 
force of men with the San Pablo, and on 
her arrival at Shanghai a number of tugs, 
provided with complete wrecking appli- 
ances, were sent to the scene of the d 
several hundred miles away. | 

At the office of the Occidental and Ori- 
ental Company in this city the hope is ex- 
pressed that the steamer will be hauled off 
safely, but the officers of the fee! 
considerabie anxiety, as the point where 
the vessel stranded 4 said to be one of the 
most dangerous on the coast. 

The San Pablo was one of the finest ves- 
sels that enter this harbor. She was built 
in 1833 and completely remodeled last sum- 
mer. She was valued at #450, The Pa- 
cific Improvement Company, which owns 
the vessel, insures its own yecperty, and 
the Underwriters wil! lose nothing if the 
vessel is lost. The steamer was chartered 
by the Occidental and Oriental Steamship 
Company, which cuipany, and also the Pa- 
cific Improvement Company, are regarded 
as branches of the Southern Pacific Kail- 
road Company.

Beri, April 21.—[Copyright by the 
New York Associated Press.) For the 
first time since the final crisis set in, the 
Emperor yesterday and tonight displayed 
signs of restlessness and irritable temper, 
questioning the doings of the doctors and 
attendants, and giving and countermanding 
orders. The fever shows no signs of abat- 
ing, his temperature for the day averaging 
103° Fahrenheit. The question the Em- 
peror put this morning is in everybody’s 
mind, and attendants and doctors are as- 
sailed on every hand with, “How 
much longer?” The physicians are 
studiously silent, but it is permitted to be 
known that the Emperor’s life, may be pro- 
longed for two weeks, though any moment 
may bring the last phase of the malady, 
death by suffocation. The Empress Vic- 
toria watches closely at the Emperor’s bed- 
side. Besides curtailing interviews with 
other members of the family, sne will not 

rmit any officials to have access to the 

mperor unless he especially desires it. 

In an interview between the Crown 
Prince and his father and mother on Thurs- 
day, the Emperor referred to the position of 
the Empress ajter his death. Prince Bis- 
marek and the Empress appear to have be- 
come reconciled, and the Chancellor never 
fails after leaving the Emperor to hold a 
long conversation with the Empress.

GUAVA JELLY. 

Made by the following recipe, it is 
clear and benutifal as crab-apple or 
quince jeily, and varies in color froma 
pale amber toa light claret, according 
to the varieties of thé frui:: 

Either the parings or the whole fruit 
(ripe, but not too ripe) may be used. It 
1s a good plan, when preparing guavas 
for the table—like peaches, eaten with 
sugar and cream—to put the skins into 
a sinall kettle, with the centers of the 
fruit, containing a majority of the 
seeds, and make jelly of them, a few 

lasses at a time. as the guava jellies 

est In small quantities. 

Put just enough water in the kettle 
to keep the fruit from burning before 
the juices are extracted. Let it boil 
for aii hour or moreg@@ntil well cooked; 
then strain through’ a rather coarse: 
bag: do not squeeze it at all, or if you 


do, strain it again through a fine tev] 


Measure the juice, let it boil a fe 
minutes, then add granulated sugar

GUAVA PASTE—THE ‘‘ JELLY” OF COM- 
MERCE. 
Twelve pounds of fruit, not pared, 
eight pounds of sugar. To each pound 
of sugar add one gill of water (one gill 


the syrup is clear and almost ready to 
candy—ia other words, until it’ falls in 
slow, thick drops from the spoon. 

Meantime, boil the guavas until they 
are very softand tender, theu rub thein 
through a sieve, and boil again until 
the mass is smooth and thick, then add 
the hot syrup and let them boil up to- 
gether, try the mixture by dropping 
some in cold water; if it solidities, it 1s 
all ready for the cups or boxes. | 

GUAVA SWEET PICKLE. 
‘Eight pounds of fruit, three pounds 
of sugar, one pint of vinegar, one 
ounce each of whole mace, cinnamon 
and cloves. | 

Heat the yinegar with the sugar and 
spices; then put in the guavas. They 
must not be too soft, but neither hard 
nor green; keep the skins on if desired 
—they ure not so liable to break up as 
when pared, 

Let them boil steadily, but not hard, 
until the guavas are thoroughly cooked 
and tender. 

These sweet pickles are delicious and 
ready for use in a few days. 

If the pickle should at any time show 
sigus of fermenting pour off the vine- 
gar, heat it to the boiling point, and 
pour it back on the fruit.

- Brass Embroidery. 
LE. C. W., in Practical Housekeeper | 
Among all the styles of embroidery 


used in decorating lambrequins, tabie 


scarfs and banners, brass embroidery 


is eight tablespoons{ul), let it boil until | 


is. perhaps, the most novel.. and has 
many advantages over other kinds of 
decorative work. It is particularly ef- 
fective, easily done. and the materials 
are of such a nature that they can be 
found in any country store. Brass cur- 
tain rings and suspender buttons are 
the most prominent articles used for 
the work. They should be of good 
quality, fresh aad bright. 

_ The lambrequin is embroidered with 
them in simple design, and is made of 
mahogany-colored plush. The rings 
are sewed on with light blue and with 
pink silk; a coupleof stitches over four 
parts of the ring at regular intervals 
will keep it in place, and the silk adds 
to its beauty. The button is sewed on 
the plush, inside the ring, with the two 
colors of silk. 

The lambrequin is cut up to the 
Shelf one-third the distance of its 
length, and the parts lined separately, 
surah the shade of the plush is a hand- 
some lining. A row of rings is sewed 


through. ‘The tassels are made of 
mabhogany-colored crewels and brass or 
gilt tinsel; having the latter the most 
prominent, use the other merely for a 
foundation, cut the strands all the 
Same length and draw them through 
the rings and wind them a little dis- 
tance from the ring with the brass 
tinsel. 

The short end of the lambrequin is 
caught up to the shelf with a large 
bow of satin ribbon to correspond in 
color with the plush. Any simple de- 
sign can be carried out*with the rings 
and buttons; they can also be used 
separately and of different sizes. 
rhree-quartersof aninchin diameter 
is the size of an ordinary or medium- 
sized ring. A Grecian border is very 
handsome for a table cover or for the 
ends of a banner. 

The rings look equally well on felt, 
and this makes a less expensive lam- 
brequin than the plush. If felt is used 
the tassels should be made of a piece af 
the felt cut narrow strips and tied 
as described for the crewel. The felt 
should also extend scarf-like over the 
mantel-shelf and hang down at each 
end a little longer than the decorated 
front piece. Theends are prettily or- 
namented by cutting gashes just wide 
enough and close enough together to
